\GNUS JOHNSON, farmer-labor candidate 
in the Minnesota senatorial contest, made 


an interesting campaign. 
He is of the real 


"dirt-farmer" type. No doubt he is honest, and 
lie has about him a certain rugged force. 
He 


has an engaging faculty for rough epigram 
that smacks of logic and appeals tellingly to 
prejudice. 
For instance, "normalcy is farmer 


l.an'kruptcy:" "I want the debtor's dollar to be 
iust a? good as the creditor's dollar." How- 
ever, we have not seen any of his speeches cal- 
culated to stimulate faith in his prowess as a 
senator. 
He points out clearly many things 


that are wrong. 
He offers no remedies that 


feem important. With wheat hitting below $1 
per bushel, grown at an estimated cost of SI.20 
per bushel, the American wheat farmer seems 
likely to lose 5300,000,000 to $600,000.000 on 
the crop, and the more wheat he has, the greater 
his loss. Mr. Johnson talks about this in a .way 
to make the farmer mad. That got votes, but 
the important thing is to show how to save the 
situation. 


The farmer's problem is like that of any 


ether business man. If he can hold his staple 
products the market will revive. The more of 
them he throws upon the market the flabbier it 
will become. It is a problem of credit and stor- 
age. In arranging the new intermediate loans, 
the last congress has gone far to put the cure in 
the farmer's own hands. 
If the credit is not 


enough, or storage short, congress has power 
to further amend. What remains rests with the 
farmer, for it is a case for cooperation. 
Indi- 


vidual farmers are not apt to greatly influence 
the market. Acting in unison they can shortly 
create a demand for wheat. Probably it is not 
a dangerous power, for enough unity can not 
be secured, at least for a long while to come, to 
enable the farmer to become a merciless profi- 
teer. 


But statesmanship must go farther than 


this. We are discussing now what is merely an 
emergency. The farmer has more wheat than 
the market will absorb, hence the old cronies, 
supply and demand, say that wheat must go 
down. 
The temporary remedy is not to offer 


for sale more wheat than will be briskly pur- 
chased. 
But the permanent remedy is more 


markets — world markets for America. , 
The 


pacification of Europe, resumption of economic 
soundness in foreign populations, adequate 
marketing facilities, for us including an ample 
merchant marine and such improvements as 
the St. Lawrence shipway, are among the essen- 
tials.

It seems not to have occurred 
to him that we have no European markets, and 
that Europeans can not buy our farm produce, 
for one and the same reason, part of which 
reason is that in our "magnificent isolation" 
we decline to help restore Europe as a going 
concern.

portant V-leincnt in the spread in the 
price which the farmer receives for 
his products and which the consum- 
er pays for them is our present sys- 
tem of taxation, is the view of lid- 
ward , Nordman. 
Commissioner of 


Markets, expressed in a statement Is- 
sued todaj-. 
This spread in price, declares Mr. 


Noniman, is the most discussed phase 
of the marketing problem. The dis- 
satisi'actio'n it causes is warranted 
for there- is no reason why it should 
be as wide as it is. Notwithstanding 
the fact, however, that this question 
is causing wide discussion and at- 
tracting much attention, the spread 
in price will not be materially reduc- 
ed until the public proceeds to look 
for the cause-ami then apply the pro- 
per remedies; otherwise, in dealing 
with' this question, it will be like a 
doctor who gives his patient medi- 
cine before lie knows what ails him. 
The numerous and varied investi- 


gations that, have been conducted on 
this subject have dealt only with the 
ijuestion of tlie added cost resulting 
from a too great number of middle- 
men standing between 
the farmer 


and thc-v consumer. The question of 
the added cost that may be due to 
other reasons has received only slight 
attention nnd this fact, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Nordman. is the chief rea- 
son for the failure to 
reduce, 
the 


sftiread In'price, so far. 


Taxes Added to Price 


It is a well established and un- 


questioned fact, states Mr. Norrtman 
that under our present system of tax- 
ation, ii very large proportion of the 
taxes which are paid in the first in- 
stance by manufacturers, and dealf-rs, 
are added to the price of goods- as 
they pass from producer to consum- 
er. Taxes are levied under the sys- 
tem now in vogue in such a manner 
that a. large share of the burden of 
taxation is shifted onto industry' and 
is, of course, paid by -the final con- 
sumer as he supplies 
the wants of 


himself or his. family, he said. 


Tax Unearned 
Incomes 


It is Mr. Nordman's belief that 


the only way to eliminate that por- 
tion of the. price of our purchases that 
is due to taxes is to levy them more 
largely against unearned incomes and 
quit taxing incomes resulting from 
industry. Taxes on industry and on 
earned incomes aro always shifted 
to the ultimate consumer while tax- 
es upon unearned incomes are borne 
by the receivers of such incomes.

study of a group of farms in Wai- 
worth and Fond dn Lac counties upon 
which farm records are being kept. 
The figures of the business of most 
of these farms have been kept for two 
years and the comparison for these 
years shows what the farms have 
done to increase their net incomes. 


The increase in the farmers net in- 


come for the year"]9£2 over that of 
1921 is due primarily to two things. 
In the first place a better crop year j 
permitted the carry-over of about 
$200 more feed than was carried over 
the previous year. The cash expendi- 
tures on the farm during 1922 were 
about $100 less than they were in 
1921. 


High producing herds still repre-

Reasons Why the Transportation Act 
of 1920 Should Not Be Changed 


A CONSTRUCTIVE MEASURE: The Transportation Act provides the 


basis and specifies the method o£ arriving at just nnd reasonable_rates. :It is a 
pieco of highly constructive legislation and was enacted after a. most careful and 
exhaustive study. 
It clarified and gave certainty to the then existing law and 


promises justice to all. It did not guarantee the carriers against loss subsequent 
to August 31, 1920. 


SECTION 15a—RULE OF RATE-MAKING: This section of the Act 


provides a basis for fixing rates that will produce revenue, sufficient to meet operat- 
ing costs, taxes and a 5% per cent return upon, the value of the proper^- used for 
transportation purposes, as ascertained by the Interstate Commerce Commissioa;- 
This is fair to the public and is intended to be fair to the investor. 
It does not cre- 


ate any new principles, but defines clearly principles which were established by the 
Federal Constitution and have been repeatedly applied by the Courts. 


SECTION 13—CO-OPERATION BETWEEN COMMISSIONS: This 


section insures a uniform system of state arid interstate rates. 
It. protects and main- 


tains the supremacy of interstate rates and denies to the state the power to nullify 
or disregard rates established by .the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
It. clarifies,' 


and reaffirms the principles of our Constitution, abolishing the cause of many con- 
tentions and frequent litigation over rates, and has for its justification many^of tho 
reasons underlying the adoption of the Constitution. 
It makes it possible for tha 


Federal Government to establish and maintain its Interstate rates, and to secure tha 
co-operation of the state commissions, and thereby to simplify the railroad problem, 


NATIONAL PROGRESS: Our nation is making progress. Our wealth 


is increasing. 
Our commerce is expanding. 
Our future prosperity is dependent 


largely upon adequate transportation.- It. is imperative, therefore, that, the regula- 
tion of railroads shall be just and wise. 
This is what the Transportation Act under- 


takes to establish. 


TRANSPORTATION ACT SHOULD HAVE A FAIR TRIAL: 
The 


Transportation Act has been in effect a little over three years. 
During that time 


the commercial conditions have been very abnormal in this and other countries, and 
the Transportation Act has not been tested under normal conditions. 
It has only 


partially realized the benefits contemplated, but has Justified itself, and should ba 
' continued in effect until experience demonstrates the need of a change.

Tax Burden Shifted from Own- 


ers of Small Homesteads to 


Wealthier Home Owners 


MADISON. Wis.—By the Associat- 


ed Press.—Owners of small Wiscon- 
sin homesteads will have their tax 
burden lightened by about $10 next 
year as a result of the Johnson law 
enacted by the recent legislature ex- 
empting from taxation buildings and 
improvements on homesteads to the 
value of S5CO. 


This statement is made by John 


Harrington, member of the state tax j 
commission, who has prepared a table j 
tending to show that the effect of the' 
law will be to Hit the tax burden from 
small homestead owners and place it 
on the larger homes. 
The law will 


effect a sliding scale of benefits, aid- 
in t' poorer home owners the most and 
adding a sliding scale o£ increase to 
the wealthier home owners, Mr. Har- 
rington said. 


"The bill will relieve small own- 


er? from about $10 taxation, the re- 
lief beromini.' less as the value of the 
home iur-reases." Mr. Harrington said. 
''When the value passes SI 5.000, it 
will r«Milt in a sliding scale o£ in- 
crease. 


••The exemption provision will re- 


move about four percent of the pro- 
perty of the state from the tax rolls. 
Tc offset this, the tax on remaining 
property will be increased approxi- 
mately four percent. 


Under the new plan a homestead 


vaJued at $1,000 will have its taxes 
decreased by $'J.f>0. almost half its 
present tax assessment; a homestead 
valued at $12,000 will have its .taxes 
reduced by eighty cents, 
while

homestead valued at 
$50,000 
will 


have its taxes increased by $29.50.
